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STATE'S WITNESS 
AT UNION CITY 

Telli Fearful Story of the Night- 
riders Work in 



Wen.cn and M*n W«re Whipped Without 
•ny 



Union City, Tenn., Dec. 
Surrounded by six soldiers with 
rifles, Frank Fehringer,one of the 
"night riders" who has turned 
state's evidence, was brought 
into court today to testify against 
his alleged associates. The sol- 
diers sat down inside the railing, 
f aci ng the throng. 

Febringer said he was one of 
the first members of the band. 
The oath he took was : "I sol- 
► i+^mniy swear that I wish to join 
the Society of Night Kiders, and 
that I will never write, tell or 
talk about anything that hap- 
pened upon the rides or in con- 
ference." This is the shorter 
form of the oath. A longer one 
was administered toothers. Feh- 
ringer knew all the defendants 
and had accompanied them on 
many rides prior to the killing 
of Captain Rankin. The "night 
riders' "garb consisted of long 
black coats and black masks, 
trimmed in white, some with 
false beards attached. Some- 
times members failed to appear 
for rides, and on those occasions 
the riders went after the miss- 
iug men and forced them to go. 

Mia't Kaew Way Th«y Wfaipp*4 Th«« . 

Often the riders whipped meu 
and women without knowing 
why, except the captain ordered 
it. Once when the grand jury 
was in session and several men 
who had been whipped had been 
summoned, Garrett Johnson sent 
a general order to bang one of 
the men who testified. They 
eaught a witness named John 
Shaw on his way to court near 
Sleepy Hollow, whipped him 
2 Mvagely and aeot him home. He 
%-did not testify. Several pros- 
pective witnesses were treated 
similarly, but few of them will 
tell of it even now, so great is 
their f<ajy^_ 

••Old man Bogus," no other 
name known, testified as to the 
burning of fish docks by the rid- 
ers. The outlaws met a few 
nights later and got into a row 
as to whether to hang Bogus or 
only to whip him, bat Bogus 
never whb at home when the men 
called- 

The riders went to the home 
of John Thurmau one uight to 
tell Thurmau, s daughter, Mrs. 
Joseph Johnson, to withdraw 
her suit for divorce. They 
whipped Thurmau because he 
would not urge his daughter to 
live with her husbaud agaiu. On 
the night of the ride Johnson, 
husband of the woman, was with 
them. A few nights later Mrs. 
Johuson, who is young and 
prdtty, but who married au old 
man, was taken to t' ■» woods 
near by and fearfully ^&>ped.

When, a ••night rider" ap 
proached a place of meeting he 
gave two loug whistles and oue 
short oue. The sentry replied 
Willi the same whistle and theu 
called: "Who comes there?" 
The reply was, "The seven won- 
ders." Then the sou try replied, 
"1 wonder," and admitted the 
member. The defendants smilud 
ami looked at each other as the 
whiittleaud passwords were re- 
peated iu court. 

Just before the murder of Cap- 
tain Raukiu, (he riders decided 
to make a raid ou Tiptouville to 
kill Judge Harris. Tiptouville 
hsajd of it ami the outlaws 
taudonyd their plot. October I 



lflth the riders learned 
Rankin aud Judge Taylor were 
at the Walnut Log Hotel. Tid 
Burton, one of the defendants, 
told Fehringerto notify the band 
to meet that night to attend to 
Rankin and Taylor. Fehringer 
got one of Garrett Johnson's 
horses and rode all day, sum- 
moning the band. Thcriders met 
near Johnson's that night and 
the witness included the eight 
defendants, name bv name- 

Then the witness described the 
murder of Captain Rankin and 
the escape of Colonel Taylor. 

Fehringer was arrested by the 
militia after the deed and taken 
before Govetnor Fattersou, who 
«as personally in command. 
"Tell the truth," said Patterson. 
"If you do I will give you an 
absolute pardon." Then he con- 
fessed. 1

Joined Anociation Through Fear and now 
Want to Ml Tobacco, 



Hopkinsville, Ky. Dec. 17.— 
Stating that a number of Chris- 
tian county citizens had' been 
driven into the Planter's Protec- 
tive Association by night riders, 
President Lem K. Davis, of the 
newly organized Farmers' So- 
ciety, has addressed a letter to 
General Manager Ewing, of the 
older organization, asking if the 
conscripts will be released from 
their pledges on makiug affidavits 
that they were intimidated inte 
joining the association. He 
claims that the farmers desire to 
sell their product in the new or 
ganieation. His letter is as fol 
lows: 

"Hopkinsville, My., Dec. M 
1008.— The Hon. Felix G, Ewing, 
General Mauager.Guthrie.Ky., — 
Dear Sir-It has developed that 
a number of citizens of Christian 
couety, Ky., joined the Planters' 
Protective Association on ac- 
coaat of being intimidated. 
Their sole object in affiliating 
with your organisation woe to 
protect their property and to 
prevent the night riders from 
shooting into their houses aud 
burning their barns, and perhaps 
taking their lives. Under these 
circumstances they feel that they 
have the right to sell their to- 
bacco in our organization, as 
their act iu joining the Planters 1 
Protective Association was not 
voluntary, but was broughtabout 
on account of the universal feel- 
ing iu our couuty of fear. Now, 
I write you to ascertain if the 
association will release from 
their pledges all members who 
will make affidavit that they 
joined the association on accouut 
of fear aud to protect their prop 
erty. It is my pleasure to re 
main, yours truly,

Louisville, Ky., Dec. 23.— "We 
have sold 80,000,000 Red Cross 
Christmas Stamps and orders for 
more are coming in by every 
mail. The demand is altogether 
beyond our expectations, and 
our printers are as much em- 
harassed by them as we are. 
The whole country is fired with 
the enthusiasm of the crusade 
against tuberculosis, which has 
taken the attractive form of the 
holiday stamp." 

Those words were written by 
Charles L. Magee, Secretary of 
the National lied Cross Society, 
which instituted the Christmas 
Stamp thik year as a national aid 
in the fight on tuberculosis, help- 
ing it to expand from a local ex- 
periment, an which it was tre- 
mendously successful in Dela- 
ware last year. The Society has 
beeu so overwhelmed with the 
demand for stamps that the 
presses are running day and 
night iu an effort to supply it. 

Kentucky is now engaged in 
selling 600,000 stamps which 
have been placed in Louisville 
Hud twenty-five other cities of 
this State. They have gone at 
the rate of 100,000 a week in this 
city alor.e, and the rate is in- 
creasing every day. The rapidity 
with which the stamp is being 
need up in the cities where it has 
been placed on sale testifies to 
the enthusiasm with which it is 
being . bandied than in these 
cities. Frankfort, Shelbyville, 
Bowling Green, Munfordville, 
Henderson, Owensboro, Padacah 
and have all shown great interest 
and increasing sales.

COL TAYLOR TELLS OF 
THE ASSASSINATION 

Night Riders Hung and Shot 
Lawyer Rankin While he 
Plead for Life. 



ESCA»E OF SURVIVOR. 

SOLDIER OF THE COFEDERACY, 



Union City, Tenn., Dec— In a 
pathetic recital of the "uight 
rider" deeds at Keelfoot Lake in 
August, Colonel R. Z. Taylor, 
one of the intended victims, who 
swam tosafety, to-day gave the 
strongest testimony against the 
men ou trial for having taken 
the life of Captain Rankin. 

Colonel Taylor was awakened 
by Ward's call, and the same 
instant a rear window of his room 
was raised. Two guns were 
thrnst in followed by two mask 
ed heads. Not a word was spok 
en until the leader of the band 
eutered [the door. The night 
ride£ separated Taylor from 
Rankin, and Taylor did not see 
Raokiu from the time they left 
tb*i room until he saw Rankin 
murdered. 

The men told Taylor they in 
tended to kill him. When the 
"night riders" reached the fork- 
ed ash tree on the bank of the 
slough they marched Rankin to 
the front of the tree. The rope 
was adjusted and thrown over 
the fork, and then one "night

The tree was inclined a trifle 
and they raised the body uutil 
the toes scarcely touched the 
ground. From the swaying fig 
nre came the muffled appeal: 
"You are choking me, gentle 
men, I pray you to let me down." 
Then one of the men fired a shot 
into the body of Raukin; 

Taylor turned to his captors 
and said : "1 am tired, gentle 
men; let me sit down." He 
crouched to his knees, ready to 
spring, and waited until the 
guns were empty. When the 
firing ceased he jumped into the 
slough. Instantly the firing was 
renewed. Taylor dived, but 
heard the bullets striking the 
water. He swam to a large log 
but did not kuow whether it was 
i t. He reached the log and 
fouud it was fast iu the slough. 
He was safe. The bullets struck 
the log like hale iu a storm, but 
after a time they ceased. 

Uy U Water far Two Houri. 

For two hour the aged veterau 
of many battles lay iu the water 
graspiug the log, and when all 
sounds had ceased he swam to 
the opposite side aud took to the 
woods. He wandered all day, 
following a course marked by the 
moss, which he kuew was heav 
iest on the north side of the tree 
His eyesight began to fail and he 
suffered from thirst, Then he 
imagiued that he saw masked 
men iu eevry thicket He hid in 
the cane brakes uutil Wednesday 
when thirst drove him out and 
into the arms of bis friends. 

Just before the uight riders 
killed Rankin, Taylor said: 
"Gentlemen, 1 am an ulj man. 
1 csuuot expect to live many 
years more. By killiug mo you 
will uot bo cheating me of much 
tfut 1U 11 km is a young tuau with 
mauy years before him. "Do 
uot kill him." The leader cur- 
tly replied : "Shut up." 

The aged wi tunas made a pro- 
found impressiou. At times 
his enuoUous overcame him aud 



head into his hands and sobbed 
as the scenes of that awful night 
passed again before his eyes. 

The old man was asked only 
on9 question on cross-examina- 
tion—whether he recognized any 
of the men positively the night 
of the crime. His reply was 
uegative.

Frankfort, Ky., Dec, 19.— 
Gov. Willson tonight put at rest 
all rumors that he wouldjcull an 
extra session of the Legislature 
for the purpose of providing 
funds for payment of the big 
school appropriation, held con- 
stitutional by the Court of Ap- 
peals. The Governor expressed 
the opinion that the State treas- 
ury will be able to tide things 
over nntil the regular session of 
the General Assembly can cou- 
vene. He suggests that the banks 
will be willing to haudle the Au- 
ditors' check when the Treasurer 
is compelled to oease payment 
upon the State warrants. 



Eddyville, Ky., Dec. 22.— Last 
night about midnight three or 
four unknown men went to the 
home of James McDonald, an 
old Civil war veteran, who lives 
about four miles from Eddyville, 
between the rivers, and Bet* fire 
to his burn, in which was stored 
the produce of about four acres 
of tobacco, which had mostly 
been raised by his wife and 
children. The barn and its 
contents were totally destroyed. 

They then proceeded to a 
point on the Cumberland River 
about four miles above Eddy- 
ville, on the opposite side, where 
was stored about 5,000 hickory 
spokes belonging to the sons of 
of the owner of the barn. They 
sprinkled the spokes all over 
with coal oil and set them on 
fire and beat a hasty retreat in- 
to the wood 8. 

Their retreat attracted the at- 
tention of the Rev. Adam Knoeh, 
an aged minister, who lives in 
the vicinity, who, upon investi- 
gation, discovered the spokes on 
fire. By heroic efforts the old 
man was able to save most of 
them. 

It is not known whether the 
men were disguised or not. The 
McDonals are reported to have 
had some trouble with their 
neighbors and this is supposed 
to be a matter of private ven- 
geance. It is feared that more 
trouble will follow, is the Mc- 
Donalds have the reputation of 
being hard fighters. This being 
in one of the night rider sections 
of the country it has naturally 
created considerable sensation. 
The soldiers were immediately 
called into requisition, bnt were 
unable to get across the river 
and no arrests have been made.

WahinjitoD. Dec. 28.— Three 
of the most prominent labor 
leaders of the United States 
were sentenced to prison today 
sor coutempt of court. In an 
epoch making decision the se- 
verest blow ever dealt the boy 
cott was administered and the 
assumed superiority of certain 
union men to the courts of the 
nation was given merciless con- 
densation. 

The famous contempt case re- 
sulting from tbe fight on Buck's 
Stove and Range Company and 
involving President Samuel Gom 
pers, Vice President Mitchell 
aud Secretary Morrison of the 
American Federation of Labor, 
was decided by Justice Wright, 
of the Supreme Court of the Dis- 
trict of Columbia, adversely to 
the federation officials. Gom- 
pers was sentencod to twelve 
months imprisonment, Mitchell 
to nine months and Morrison to 
six months. The case grew out 
of the alleged boycott of the 
company's products and the 
placing of the company on the 
unfair list, and the federation's 
alleged violation of Judge 
Gould's recent , mandamus at- 
tracted wide attention. 

Pending an appeal which may 
go to the Court of Appeals of the 
District of Columbia all three 
defendants were released on 
bail, the amount being fixed as 
follows: For Gompers, $5,000; 
for Mitchell, $4,000; for Morri- 
son, $3,000. A surety company 
gave the bond". 

Oompers in Tesri. 
With tears coursing kown hi? 
own cheeks, President Gompers 
heard the order of the court, 
which condemmed him to prison 
for a year. Both Mitchell and 
Morris^u seemed stunned by the 
sentence, although Mitche'l ap- 
peared to be the least concerned. 
Asked if he had auything to say 
why senteuce should uct be pro- 
uouueed. President Gompers de- 
clared that he not consciously 
violated any law. There was 
much oe would like to say, he 
-.ml. but he could uot do it at 
that time. He added, however, 
that "this is a struggle of the 
working people of our country, 
aud it is the struggle of working 
people for the right. It is a 
struggle of the ages-a struggle of 
the men of labor to throw off 
some of the burdens which have 
been heaped upon them; to 
abolish some of the wrongs and 
to secure some of the rights too 
long denied." 

Mitchell and Morrison confined 
themselves to an indorsement of 
what GomperB had said.

Tbe decision of Justice Wright 



which consumed two hours anr 
twenty imuutep la leading, was 
on»of the most seething arruigu 
ment8 that ever came from th. 
bench in this city. "Every 
where," the court said, "all 
over, within the court and out 
utter, rampant, insolent defiance 
is heralded and proclaimed ; un 
refined insult, coarse affront 
vulgar indignity measures the 
litigants conception of the tri 
bunal's duty wherein his 
still pends." 

"The law's command has 
been," he said, "to stand hands 
off until justice for this matter 
can be ascertained." But he 
said there had been a studied, 
determined, defiant conflict, 
"precipitated in the light of 
open day, between the decrees of 
a tribunal ordained by the Gov 
eminent of the Federal Union 
and of the tribunals of another 
Federation grown up in tbe 
aud." One or the other, he de- 
declared, "must succumb, for 
those who would outlaw the land 
are public enemies."

Washington, Dec. 22— Both In 
struct Ion and entertainment were 
given the members of the house ways 
and means committee Monday by 
Andrew Carnegie, who recently atari- 
led the steel aad iron men of the world 
with an arUcle advocating the removal 
of the duty on ateel. 

Th« Laird of Sklbo, who brought 
with him th« atmosphere of his native 
heath, not only explained why h« be- 
lieved the steel tariff unnecessary, but 
injected homely bits of philosophy and 
fun that served to Illuminate the sub- 
ject aad k««p «ven the standpatters oa 
the committee ia a good humor. 

Incidentally he tossed bouquets at 
Oary. Schwab and other steel 
magnate*. Gary was a "pawky cklai" 
Schwab was a genius aad deeerred 
the thanks of congress. To himself. 
Carnegie modestly ascribed "a little 
saving common sense. " 

Carnegie said that th« president of 
• great steal corporation aad the re- 
presentative of a great consumer of 
steel had testified to the same affect 
to the commute* and so he consider- 
ed hla statement confirmed. 

'I do not believe It necessary to go 
into details to Justify my statement.'' 
he said. 

Judgo Oary of the steel corpora- 
tion." aaid Chairman Payne, told us 
that the corporation could make pig 
iron for |2 per ton less than Ita com- 
petitors. Would the removal of the 
tariff cripple independent concerns?" 
8teel Trust in Monkey oRle. 
"Judge Gary Is the ablest man 1 
know in tho steel business. He tells 
you that hla groat concern does not 
need the tariff, but others do. Hut con- 
sideration and sympathy for his com- 
petitors or those who should he hla 
competitors, Is sublime. It remiads me 
of the fable of the monkey that wanted 
to pull chestnuts out of the fir* and 
devolved that duty upon the cat." 

Chairman Payne quoted tho presi- 
dent of the Pennsylvania Stool com- 
pany as having Bald that tho cost of 
making rails Is $26.50 a ton. 

Carnegie's answer was: "I say that 
If ho made rails at $26.50 a tea and 
sold In Canada at a loas, the stock ot 
his company would not bo above par. 
The Pennsylvania company which 
owna the plant would soon got a aew 
management. 

Carnegie said that tho Cambria 
Steel company could come within a 
dollar or a dollar aad a half a ton of 
making steel at the same price aa the 
ateel corporation. 

Would Stimulate Demand. 

"If you were In the ate*] business.' 
said Representative Cockraa (D.), 
Nsw York, would you. ia tin* of low 
demand, stimulate business by reduc- 
ing prices?" This had reference to tho 
actios of the stool trust in boldlag to 
uniform prices during the panic. 

"I would." was Carnegie's u.„ r . 

"Those mea try xo tell you tho 
truth," he resumed, referring to tho 
steel manufacturers, "but they talk la 
language you don't uaderstaad." 

1 beU*v* it would so settor for tho 
corporaUoa in the loss run It tho 
tariff were taken off stool. We have 
purchased great amounts of ore, but 
I believe the Pennsylvania 8teel com- 
pany will have ore when tho corpora- 
tion is short «f it. Rut what have we 
to do with tho future? Is not this com- 
mittee to legislate for the present? 
You may get news at any time of tho 
finding of groat ore deposlta. If our 
steel Industry is ever Imperiled, how 
easy it would be to put a tariff on 
again." 

Represeatative Cockran naked Car- 
negie whether free stool would reduce 
the price. 

"1 do not thing It will lessen the 
prlc« much." Mid Carnegie. "I believe 
Europe cannot compete with aa hero." 

He remarked, however, that free 
steel would hove a tendency to redu.> 
price., because with free steel the 
corporation could not raise the cost to 
consumers as high as it would with a 
tariff.

Flushing. L I., Dec. 23— Tha testi- 
mony of Mrs. William E. Annis that 
T. Jenkins Halns beckoned his brother 
Capt. Peter C. Hains. U. 8. A., to the 
boat of her husband just prior to the 
kill ins of Annis by Captain Halns at 
the Bayaide Yacht Club, Aug. 22, was 
In part corroborated late Tuesday by 
Louts Harvey of Flushing. 

Harvey was positive T. Jeakiaa 
Halns drew hia revolver aad threat- 
ened the crowd before Capt. Halns had 
finished firing. 

This damaging evideace dampened 
the defense's elation ever the fact

Downs' story 
does not differ materially from tbat of 
the half dozen other eye witness who 
have preceded him. No one, however, 
has gone quite so far as Mrs. Annis, 
and the defease openly declared she 
hsd been studiously coached. Strenu- 
ous efforts will be made to discredit 
her testimony, for it Is realised by the 
defendant's lawyers thkt If the jury 
accepts her statements as true T. 
Jenkins Halns stands in grave danger 
of the electric chair. No other witneas 
baa aaid the defendant started toward 
Annis ahead of his brother. 

She Obaerved Everything. 
"I was greatly disturbed aad wor- 
ried." Mrs. Annis said. "Why should I 
not, have carefully observed every- 
thing that happened? I feared for my 
husband. 

Then, foreed to discuss what she 
said prior to the killing when ahe 
aaw her husband's boat win tbe 
"scrub" race, her declaration : "I 
asked all If they had seen by sweet- 
heart win; I waa g lad." penetrated to 
every corner of the courtroom. 

"We are certain that oa that point 
Mrs. Annis la mistaken." declared At 
toraoy Mclntyre Tuesday. She la tbe 
•nly person that has said ao, and 
everyone else disagrees with her. Not 
that she does not think she Is telling 
the truth. She does. But she was so 
oxeitod that ahe doea not kaow 
exactly what did happen at tbat time." 

Mclntyre aad Shay decided to call 
both District Attorney Darrln aad 
Special Counael White aa witnesses 
for the defense. They expeet to show 
by them Mrs. Aanla knew nothing of 
tbe alleged beckoning by T. Joaklne 
Halna to the captain until after she 
had discuaacd her testimony with 
Blrcbfleld and had not confided thla 
particular aectlon to the attorneys for 
Ibe state until that time. 

To Dieprove Her Story. 

As Justice Crane took hlsyeat Tues- 
day Attorney Shay, for the defense 
made tbe following statement: 

After a conference of counsel we 
have decided to call as one of our ma- 
terial witnesses for the defense a 
members of the Iiayslde Yacht club, 
who waa on the float at the time of 
tbe killing. I cannot give you hie name 
but he will swear positively that at 
no time during that afteraoon waa 
Mrs. William E. Annis on the float, and 
that T. Jenkins Halns waa still oa ths 
runway when the shooting bagan." 

Then Downs was railed to ths staad 
He swore tbut following the shooting 
he melted to the float and asked wh« 
did It. Some one pointed to Capt. 
Halus and T. .letikiua. who had a re- 
rolveff In his hand, aaid to the wit 
noss. 

"Stand back; thla ia a Job for the 

police." 

Duwojt then asked who the speaker 
was and waa told. "Capt. Halns," 
whereupou the captain called out, "No 
I am Capt. Haina and he Is my broth- 
er." 

Downs then told of calling upon the

Mile. Mlropolsky Is Only 21 Years Old 
—Believes in Marriage, But 
Doesn't Wsnt It to inter- 
fere wish Career. 

Paris.— The youngest woman lawyer 
In the world has Just been defending a 
woman accused of trying to kill her- 
self and her baby by Inhaling the 
fumes of a charcoal stove. Mile. 
Helens Mlropolsky Is only 21 and waa 
sworn In as a lawyer before the court 
of appeals In this city last October. 
Her appearance as counsel for the de- 
fense In a criminal trial attracted a 
large number of old lawyers to the 
courtroom, though the case Itself was. 
nothing out of the ordinary, Her 
client had been abandoned by the fa- 
ther of her child; finding herself en 
the verge of starvation ahe had tried 
le ond her miseries. The baby had 
died, but she had been saved. 

"Portia come to life!" cried an old 
Jurist as he watched tbe beautiful girl 
and listened to the eloquence of her 
soft voice pleading for mercy for the 
unfortunate sister on whom inexorable 
Juatlce had laid her heavy band. And 
so moving was her plea that the Jury 
acquitted her client. 

Mile. Mlropolsky was born In Parts 
or parents who were Poles by birth. 
Both father and mother are doctors of 
medicine, so It is only fair to say that 
some of the young woman's talent Is 
Inherited. She has nothing about her 
that suggests the "new woman." 
Handsome, graceful, elegant In cos- 
tume, she looks like a young woman 
of the fashionable world — until she 
dons her gown and cap; then Indeed 
nhe seems what the old lawyer called 
her — "Portia come to life."

observed that the FYench require- 
ments for a degree are anything but 
easy to fulfill. 

Mlropolsky's portraits do not 
do her Justice, for they cannot repro- 
duce the sir of intelligence that beams 
in every feature nor the changing ex- 
pression, the keen sparkle of the eye, 
the j.t black hair, the white teeth or 
the charm of manner which are hers. 

Mile. Miropoltiky desires especially 
to practice In divorce cates and on fcc 
half of children. With regard to di- 
vorce, she expresses ideas which in 
some countries would be considered 
audacious. She would like to see di- 
vorce made easier; that Is, she advo- 
cates dissolving a union on the ex- 
press desire or both parties. This re- 
form she suggests as being really In 
the interests of morality. Such a con- 
dition of affairs, she remarks, virtual- 
ly exist i nowadays, fer If the parlies 
really wish to be separated they ar- 
range n comedy in which there are. 
necessarily, low and vulgar incidents 
In divorce cases she hopes that It asy 
be her lot to plead nearly always for 
the wife, for, she says, It is the woman 
who suffers most frequently in thess 
domestic failures. 

Mile. Mlropolsky thinks that every 
possible career should be opened to 
woman, and ahe finds that the chief 
objection of men is due te fear of in- 
creased coni|>elltlon and not really te 
any of the reasons commonly and 
hypocritically put forward. She would 
like to see women enter the church as 
a profession, fur that la a sphere in 
which their qualities would, she be- 
Ueves. be especially serviceable. 

In politics. Mile. Mlropolsky conetd 
era she baa not yet mad and seen 
euougB to be able to decide between 
the various parties In the republic. 

On the question of wan tage ahe haa 
supreme contempt for what are called 
marriages of reason, the "renson" genv 
orally being money. She recognises 
that marriage la the true function of 
woiuau. and If sbe were to meet a man 
for whom sbe had real affection she 
would think herself happy to marry; 
but on no other consideration save 
that of love. In any case, ahe would 
hups to continue her career In the le 
gal profession. 

8he Is an opponent of capital pun- 
ishment. She regards criminals some- 
what in the light of diseased, peraona. 
In any case, she says, where our own 
motives are often so obscure and our 
Judgment so fallible, we have no right 
to take the life of a human being. 

Mile. Mlropolsky speaks English 
very well, with a precise but pleasant 
Intonation, aad she also speaks aud 
reads Uerman.

The poles are usually 40 
feet high, and are carved Into gro- 
tesque figures and an Inula one above 
the other, while the crest or badge of 
the chief by whose house it stands stir 
mounts the top. 

The totem pole to the Alnskan Is as 
dear as Is the genealogy of the proud- 
est "blue blood" of the 
civilised world, for It 
stands a record of the 
character of his forefa- 
ther, and every carved 
algn and every blended 
color upon It has a sacred 
meaning. For example, 
tbe eagle upon a totem 
pole means that a son of 
Alaska has descended 
from a traveler, a leader, 
or one who migrates. 
The raven la he who Is 
crafty, wise snd pos- 
sessed of great acumen; 
the frog thst of a philos- 
opher, a savant; the 
bear means strength, 
muscle; the whale im- 
plies plenty of food; the 
duck suggests placidity, s 
phlegmatic temperament;

bitions, and so on down 
the line of comparison 
with every living crea- 
ture. 

Home yeara ago a party 
of Seattle enthuaiaats,
